With forty mil- 
lions of men withdrawn from the 
production of food among the Allies, 
and the disorganization of Rn 
the cereals and vegetables normally 
produced have sunk to a low ebb.

THK SECRETARY OF THtt TREASURY 
WASHINGTON 

To the Officers and Enlisted Men and 
Women of the Army and Navy of 
the United States and Their Re- 
latives : 

The Secretary of the Treasury, 
through the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance, has been charged with 
the administration of the War Insur- 
ance t,aw enacted by the Congress 
as a measure of justice to the men 
and women who have been called 
to give their lives, if need be, in the 
service of their country, 

I wish to acquaint you with the 
benefits and privileges which your 
Government has placed at your dis- 
posal. It is essential that you and 
families at home should know of 
your and their rights under this law 
in order that full advantage may be 
taken of them. 

To care for the wife and children 
of the enlisted man during his ser- 
vice, the War Insurance Law compels 
him to contribute up to one- half of 
his pay for their support. The 
Government, on application, will 
generously add to this an allowance 
of from $5 to $50 a month, according 
to the size of the family. Moreover, 
if the enlisted man will make some 
further provision himself for a 
dependent parent, brother, sister, or 
grandchild, they may be included in 
the Government allowance. 

If, as a result of injuries incurred 
or disease contracted in the line of 
duty, an officer or enlisted man or 
an Army or Navy nurse should be 
disabled, provision is made forcom- 
ition of from $30 to $100 a 
mouth to him, and, should he die, 
compensation of from $20 to $75 a 
month will be paid to his wife, his 
child, or his widowed mother. 

In order, however, fully to protect 
each person and family, Congress has 
made it possible for every soldier, 
sailor, and nurse to obtain life and 
total-disability insurance. This in- 
surance applies to injuries received 
while he or she is in the service or 
after he or she shall have left it. 

Exposure to the extra dangers ef 
war makes the cost of life insurance 
In private life insurance companies 
prohibitive It was, therefore, a 
plain duty and obligation for the 
Government to assume the risk of 
Insuring hundreds of thousands of 
our soldiers and sailors who are 
making the supreme sacrifice. Un- 
der this law, every soldier and sailor 
and nurse, commissioned and en- 
l, and of any age, has the right, 
now and February 12, 1918, 
to take out life and total-disability 
insurance up to $io ( ooo at very low 
with the Government without 
medical examination. This right is 
purely optional. The soldiers and 
sailors are not compelled to take in- 
surance, but if they desire to exercise 
the right, they must do so before the 
1, >th al February, 1918, The cost 
ranges from 65 cents monthly, at the 
age of 2i, to $1 20 monthly, at the 
of 51, for each $1,000 of insur- 
ance. This is a small charge on a 
man's pay— small in proportion to 
the benefits it may bring. The 
liums will be deducted from his 
if he desires, thus eliminating 
trouble on bis part. 

To provide adequate protection 
until February 12, 1918, during 
the period when the soldiers and 
sailors are learning the details of 
this law, the Government auto- 
matically insures each man and 
woman, com missioned or enb 
in the military service of the United 
States It pays the man $25 a 
month during total permanent dis- 
ability, if he dies within ao years, 
it pays the rest of 240 monthly install- 
ments of $25 each to his wife, child, 
or widowed mother. 

I desire to call the provisions of 
tins just and generous law to the 
attention of our officers and enlisted 
men and women, so that they may 
not be deprived of their rights 
through lack of knowledge. Full 
information may be obtained from 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
of the Treasury Department, Wash- 
ington, D C. I earnestly urge that 
of the Army and Navy 
give to the men under their com- 
I all possible aid In helping them 
to understand fully the benefits that 
this insurance may bring to their 
Mies and the small cost at which 
it may be obtained. 

Phis is the greatest measure of 
protection ever offered to its fighting 
forces by any nation in the history 



of the world. It is not charity ; it is 
simply justice to the enlisted men 
and women and to their loved ones 
at home, and each and every one of 
them should promptly take the 
benefits of this great law.

Fire at St. John's Institute. 



Sixty-seven deaf-mutes, mostly 
children, and fifteen other persons 
wt r> fofood to flee from St. John's 
Institute for Deaf- Mutes at St, 
Francis, when a file broke out at 
lock this morning. The fire 
damage to the building was about 
$25,000. The structure was insur- 
ed 

The children were playing or 
doing morning chores when the 
alarm waa given. Under the leader- 
ship of Rev. M. M. Geiend, presi 
dent and directoi, the ten nuns, 
priests and two m live 

in the building led the children out- 
side. They sought refuge from the 
biting air at I*io Nono nearby. 
Father Gtorend had the nuns as- 
semble the children aud count them 
to be sure they were all there. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. 
It broke out on the inside ot the 
roof at about the of the 

building Smoke was rising thick- 
ly when first discovered. A call 
was sent to tho Ondahy fire depart- 
ment aud a chemical engine waa sent 
to the scene. The Milwaukee fire 
department also was called on and 
Engine companies Nos. 7, 11 and 
L&, Truck company No. 4, and 
Chemical No 6 were sent. 

Pond Supplies Water. 

Chief Clancy directed the work of 
fighting the fire. A large pond 
near the building provided for that 
purpose afforded a plentiful supply 
of water. 

The tire burned through the roof 
a considerable area, but did 
not spread downward. Consider- 
able damage nafi done to the floors 
below, however, by water. Stud* 
of Pio Nono college and St. Frai 
sennuary, priests from the various 
institutions at St. Francis aud 
neighbors, carried betiding and 
other portable property out of the 
ouildiug. 

Father Geieud said the children 
could be kept in the building until 
the re mule hs some of the

It is generally known among the 
deaf that Prof. Isaac B. Gardner is 
to succeed to the Principalship of 
the New York Institution, and 
many have commented upon his su- 
perior qualifications Still it seems 
incumbent upon us to give informa- 
tion in detail that will offer addition- 
al assurance to the parents of pupils, 
the Alumni of the school, and the 
general public, of the excellence of 
the appointment. 

By a strange coincidence, the 
formal confirmation of the appoint- 
ment, by the full Board of Directors, 
was made at the meeting held at 
the Institution on " Founder's Day," 
November 19th, which is exactly 
three months since the death of the 
former Principal, Enoch Henry 
Currier. 

The Arkansas newspapers have 
printed considerable about Prof. 
Gardner's resignation from the 
Superintendency of the State School 
for the Deaf at Little Rock, which 
has been regretfully accepted by the 
State Board of Control, and from the 
tenor of editorial comment they con- 
sider him one of the best equipped 
men in the country for the position 
at the New York School on Wash- 
ington Heights. 

As soon as Prof. Gardner's suc- 
cessor is appointed, which will 
probably be about the first of De- 
cember, he will assume the office of 
Principal at Fanwood. He will re- 
ceive the enthusiastic co-operation of 
every one of the teachers and officers 
of the school. Those of the present 
pupils who remember him when he 
was a teacher here, are delighted to 
know that he will soon be with them 
again. 

Prof. Gardner's training for the 
position he will assume has been 
thorough. From boyhood he as- 
sociated with the deaf and under- 
stands them as few men now in the 
profession do. He knows the lan- 
guage of signs to perfection. He is 
an expert in oral instruction, and in 
auricular development he is particu- 
larly proficient, having been rtry 
closely associated with Principal 
Currier when a teacher at Fanwood. 
On this special feature of the educa- 
tion of the deaf, he has written 
much, and the papers on the subject 
which he has prepared and read 
at Conventions of the American As* 
sociation of Teachers of the Deaf, 
amply demonstrate the possession of 
expert knowledge and capability in 
developing the sense of hearing. 

Prof. Gardner made a fine record 
during the years he taught at Fan- 
wood — as a teacher, lecturer and ex- 
ponent of methods of instruction— 
and he is familiar with the routine 
and general work of the Institution. 
His splendid achievements while at 
the head of the State Institution at 
Little Rock, aside from his ability 
and inspiring personality, are due in 
no small measure to the system at 
Fanwood, which he adopted at the 



outset of his incumbency as Super- 
intendent of the Arkansas School. 

He takes charge of a school that 
is splendidly organized. For, with- 
out detracting from the specialized 
ability of any of those connected 
with Fanwood, in either important 
or minor capacity, the fact that the 
school work has gone forward effec- 
tively and run so smoothly, during 
the three months that have elasped 
since Principal Currier's death, 
evidences superior organization and 
incontestable system long establish- 
ed and perfectly understood, combin- 
ed with solicitous care and active 
assistance by the directorate of the 
Institution.

The following minute of appre- 
ciation was adopted at a meeting of 
the Board of Directors at the New 
York Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb, held on 
Monday, November 19th : — 

On August 19th, 1917, Enoch 
Heary Currier, Principal of this 
Institution, passed to his rest. The 
capital importance to this Institution 
of this event it is impossible ade 
quately to estimate. He had be- 
come so thoroughly identified with 
the Institution, his life was so com- 
pletely dedicated to its service, his 
interest in its well-being was so un- 
faltering, that his loss must be 
counted as a calamity deeply to be 
deplored. 

On May 15th, 1872, Mr. Currier; 
became connected with this Institu 
Hon as a teacher. For twenty years, 
rising by gradual promotion to the 
position of Instructor of the High 
Class, he continued in this service, 
until in January, 1893. he was offer- 
ed and accepted the office of Princi- 
pal. 

The Institution was at that time in 
a condition which justified criticism 
by the State Board of Charities and 
necessitated a change in management 
resulting in the selection of Mr. Cur- 
rier. 

Nothing could better illustrate the 
ability and positive genius of the 
man than the changes which he 
effected within the short space of a 
twelvemonth in the discipline and 
conduct of the Institution. It would 
be idle to attempt to set forth within 
the space of this memorandum the 
manifold improvements which he 
inaugurated and carried to success 
in the management of his charge. 
Suffice it to say that from the day 
of his inauguration as Principal to 
that of his death, his active mind 
never rested in its efforts to amelio- 
rate and improve the conditio^, 
physical and mental, of his pupils. 
Rigid and unyielding on points of 
discipline, his native kindness and 
inherent courtesy won the hearts of 
his scholars, who looked up to and 
loved him as a Father. 

As an Instructor he w,as broad and 
catholic in bis views, not wedded to 
any particular system, but ready to 
accept and practice any and every 
method which commended itself to 
his judgment. 

His institution of the cadetship, 
bringing in its train the military 
drill with its enforcement of dis- 
cipline, prompt obedience and order, 
bis formation of a band of deaf 
musicians which, to the surprise of 
all, equals in performance those 
gifted with hearing, his adoption of 
the combined or eclectic system of 
instruction, blending oral and 
manual teaching into an harmonious 
whole, are but single instances of 
the many reforms which he estab- 
lished and which have brought the 
Institution over which he presided 
to the position of acknowledged pre- 
eminence which it enjoys. It would 
seem that in him was found that 
peculiar combination of qualities 
which absolutely fitted him for the 
position he so long and h' 
filled, and in the exercising of w 
he was enabled to secure for the 
Institution he represented the high- 
est measure of success. 

Its Board of Directors, with whom 
he worked for so many years, and 
ever in accord, feel that mere formal 
Resolutions are out of place in com- 
memorating the loss of such a man. 
They desire simply to place upon 
their minutes their full appreciation 
of the service of Mr. Currier in the 
work to which he dedicated his life, 
their recognition of his energy and 
ability in the office of Principal, 
their thanks for the success which 
attended his efforts, and their per- 
sonal affection for one who endeared 
himself to each and every member 
of the Board by his unfailing courtesy 
and kindness. Rightly may they 
inscribe upon their records the 
testimony, "Well done, good and 
faithful servant
